NSA have prime responsibility)? 

g. Although covert action activity may be reduced, the 30% 
reduction in funds for covert action may not be appropriate 
since the R&D is related primarily to counterinsurgency uses, 
and the need for more sophisticated equipment such as trail 
watcher gear could be foreseen.
